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Historical links between Australia and the Netherlands 


A Lifetime Opportunity. 

This may seem a well worn phrase but in this case it is true. It is aimed at 
bringing out the truth of Australian history and heritage. 

It has everything to do with growing 
as a nation, which is invariably 
associated with change in some 
established beliefs. 

There is no question that The Great

There is no doubt that by 1644, the North Coast, West Coast and part of the 

South Coast had been charted by the Dutch and then Abel Tasman did his bit 

and named van Diemensland (Tasmania). 

And all this more than a century before James Cook made his landing in 1770. 

So where does that leave Captain Cook in all this? 

In an excellent position for the great navigator he was, because no one can 

deprive him of the honour of discovering the East Coast and claiming it for the 

English Crown. 

A note from his journal says it very clearly: 

"[since I] may land no more upon this Eastern coast of New Holland, and on the 

Western side I can make no new discovery the honour of which belongs to the 

Dutch navigators and as such they may lay Claim to it as their property. 

(Journal, 22 August 1770 p 387, n. 4 Bill Gammage - University of Adelaide, 

page 525) 

In order to be a great navigator, one had to have integrity and like Joseph Banks, 

he fully recognised the preceding history. 

Banks went as far as pre-facing his book with acknowledging the Dutch but he 

was persuaded by Robert Peel to remove that part of his preface. 

If nothing else, this shows the contrast between the politician (Peel was the 

Under Secretary of the Colonies) - and Banks a scientist with integrity. Now 

there is an opportunity to merge the bits of history into one and claim it as OUR 

Australian history. 

The first 154 years was a period that shipwreck survivors found themselves on

what could be likened to a moonscape in modern times, without a return ticket. 
There is more than enough anecdotal evidence that these survivors received 
sustenance from the native population, who were nonplussed with these beings 
that came from the sea - and believed to be the spirits of ancestors - and nurtured 
as such. 

Many of these survivors owed their lives to the native population - a race that 
lived in harmony with the land. 

Unfortunately, the natives had no written history and it is therefore more 
difficult to retrieve historical fact in the conventional manner. But there is 
nothing wrong with *anecdotal stories’. A mixture of oral and written history is 
quite unique. 

The academics class this as circumstantial evidence and is therefore not 
conclusive. Poppycock, offenders in a court of law have ended up behind bars 
on less circumstantial evidence than we have about the VOC survivors mixing 
in with the native people. 

Beyond "reasonable doubt" would be fairer in this case. We know they landed 
here without a means of returning home. We know that they stayed here for 
some time and it is more than likely that their stay produced offspring. We do 
not know what ultimately happened. 

Only genetics can throw light on this that may ultimately prove whether or not 
there was mixed blood that came from one or more of the four ships; Batavia 
1629, Vergulde Draeck 1656, Zuytdorp 1712 and Zeewijck 1727.

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Historical links between Australia and the Netherlands 


More examples of historical links of WA and the Netherlands. 
Many now famous shipwrecks testify that Dutch Seafarers visited the West Coast of Australia 
during the 17" Century, at least 200 years before the British claimed Australia as its own territory. 
Australian modern history is more focused on what took place after Captain James Cook founded 
Botany Bay, which resulted in the colonisation of the East Coast of Australia, followed later on by 
South & Western Australia. 
However, many references to places in Western Australia point back to the arrival of the Dutch 
during the 17" Century. 
The following location is just one of several, that link WA to the Netherlands. 
That is Cape Leeuwin. It was Matthew Flinders, in 1801, who named this site as Cape Leeuwin. 
He did so in honour of the first known ship to have visited this area, which was the " Leeuwin" 
"Leeuwin" (Lioness), that in March 1622 charted this area. That is now 400 years ago. 
In 1627, “t Gulden Zeepaert", captained by Franqois Thijssen also came past this area. 
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The logs of the Leeuwin were lost but this map was drawn up by Hessel Gerritsz in 1627. It is part 
of a larger map known as Caert van’t Landt van d’Eendracht (Chart of the land of Eendracht). 
The above map shows the coast between present day Hamelin Bay and D’Entrecasteaux. Cape 


It is worthy to note that Western Australia was known as *t Landt van de Eendracht for 28 years, 
from 1616 to 1644, when it changed to Nouvelle Hollande or Nova Hollandia (New Holland). 
The bigger chart shows the area where Dirk Hartog landed in 1616. It also shows the Willem 
River, visited by the crew of the ship Mauritius in July 1618. The Willem River is believed to be 
the Ashburton River as its geographical location is almost identical to the coordinates given by 
Hessel Gerritsz. Note: To point to the North, you ought to turn the chart 90° to the right. 

To the bottom left of this chart is recorded the sinking or disappearance in June 1622 of the 
English ship “Trial”. 
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Historical links between WA and the Netherlands 
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seafarer. His name was Abraham Leeman, and he was aboard the ship "Waeckende Boeij” 
(Watchful Buoy) and was shipwrecked at Fishermen Islands. He was the Upper Steersman and 
Navigator, and in search of survivors of the Vergulde Draeck, which went missing 2 years earlier. 
Of course, Rottnest Island was “ "t Eylandt ‘t Rottenest" (Rats’ Nest Island) when Willem de 
Vlamingh saw the Quokkas as big rats. 

On the 10" January 1697, De Vlamingh sailed up the Swan River and is believed to have been the 
first European to have done so. Because he encountered never before seen Black Swans, he named 
it "Zwaanenrivier" or Swan River.

Bespreking: 

Hedwich is een gevoelig jong meisje dat met haar ouders, broers en zussen als een 
familie van goede afkomst afwisselend in de stad woont en met de zomer maanden in een 
zomerhuis aan het meer. 

Hedwich gemoedstoestand wordt door haar gevoeligheid erg beinvloed door haar 
omgeving. Bijvoorbeeld in de stad ziet ze alle vieze en onaardige details wat haar 
gemoedstoestands en ervaart ze dat als negatief. Ook kan ze de mooie zaken in het leven zien, wat haar dan 
tijdelijk blijdschap biedt. Zoals bijvoorbeeld bij hun buitenhuis in de natuur bij kan ze opleven door de 
mooie natuurlijke omgeving. Ook situaties hebben grote invloed op haar gemoedstoestand, zoals de situatie 
van haar leven in de stad, overlijden van familieleden en gedrag van mensen naar haar. Zij schakelt 
voortdurend tussen de twee extremen. Het zien van mooie zaken en lelijke zaken, maar ook eerst de mooie 
beoordeling van een situatie, die vervolgens een lelijke beoordeling krijgen van haar. Naarmate ze opgroeit 
hebben deze beoordelingen en keuzes grotere gevolgen voor haar. Het verhaal verloopt verder met vele 
tegenslagen, en weining leermoment, tot zij in het ziekenhuis in Parijs belandt. 

Analyse: 

Hedwich is op zoek naar identiteit en wat haar rol is in de gemeenschap. Als de omgeving en/of haar erg 
tegenzit, zou ze liever een uitweg kiezen, wat zij denkt dat de dood is. Haar fascinatie voor de dood wordt 
hierdoor gewekt. (in de eerste zin van het boek wordt gesproken over Hedwich die de verlossing zoekt. In 
feite duidt deze zin aan wat haar doel is voor het verhaal. 

Maar elk mens wordt blootgesteld aan voorspoed en tegenspoed, aan moois en lelijks, en aan leven en 
doods in zijn of haar leven. Elk persoon heeft de kans om de juiste balans te vinden tussen deze extremen. 
Als de juiste balans is gevonden, is een persoon in staat om oprechte levens besluiten te nemen welke 
levens geluk en -genot bieden. Als de juiste balans niet wordt gevonden kan dat leiden tot catastrofale en 
destructieve levenskeuzes. In de context van de periode dat dit verhaal was geschreven, kan de vrije keuze 
van de mens om om diens levensvreugde te bereiken, in een complex leven dat gevuld is met extremen, als 
thema worden aangeduid.

Alphen aan de Rijn - the green heart of Holland 


Alphen aan den Rijn (Alphen on the 
Rhine) is a City and Municipality in the 
Province of South Holland, about 10 km East 
of Leiden and has a population of 73,000. 
The City is situated on the banks of the 

river Oude Rijn (Old Rhine), where the 

river Gouwe branches off. 

The City is located in what is called the 'Green Heart' of the Netherlands, which is a 
somewhat less densely populated area of the Randstad, with more greenery.

History: 
| - The area around Alphen aan den Rijn has been inhabited for 
2000 years. In the Roman era, the Old Rhine was the main 
branch of the Rhine River and formed the North border of 

να the Roman Empire. Since the rule of Emperor Claudius (41— 

~~ 54 AD), several divisions of the Roman army were stationed 
aT = here. Consequently, several Roman fortifications were located 
ισα, x LN along the Oude Rijn, including Castellum Albanianae in the 
L | center of Alphen. 


Damming the Old Rhine: 

After recurring problems with flooding the Old Rhine was dammed near the town of Wijk 
bij Duurstede in 1122. The Old Rhine has not flooded since and the damming created a 
rustic waterway that began to attract boating and water sports and in ourmodern times 
Alphen has become a Tourist Haven. 


Present development: 
In the 1950s, the City began to grow rapidly. A large new neighbourhood was built on the 
North side and Alphen became mostly a Commuter City. Since 
the 1990s, a similar new development was built at the City's 
South side. Many buildings from the 1950s and earlier have been 
demolished to make place for modern architecture.

The Appel is situated next to the Railway station and has parking 
for 1800 bicycles. It has two other bicycle parking facilities for
